50 FIREMEN 

Fire Chief Thomas F. Cuff, head 
of the defense council’s first di- 
vision, said that his unit would re- 
quire the services of 50 volunteer 
auxiliary firemen who would be sub- 
ject to first aid and general fire- 
fighting training. 

Police Chief George Potter, in 
charge of the law and order divi- 
sion, said that his defense organiza- 
tion would require 40 auxiliary po- 
licemen. There are 21 police auxil- 
jary signed up at the present time.

|of the medical division, told those 


present that a 100-bed emergency 
hospital, for example, would require 
the services of six doctors, 30 nurses 
and 10 technicians. Other services 
performed under his department, 
including detection of radiation and 
large-scale vaccination projects, 
would require at least one more doc- 
tor, another nurse and two more 
technicians.

Joseph Prein, in charge of the 
council’s communications, said that 
about eight mobile transmitter-re- 
ceiver units are needed in this vi- 
cinity.

State Approves 
ECR Traffic Lights 


Plans for El Camino Real’s syn- 
chronizeq traffic light system, to 
include modernization of existing 
installations at Santa Cruz and 
Raevnswood avenues, have been ap- 
proved by state highway department 
authorities, who are preparing to 
call for bids. 

Cost of the complete system, to 
include lights at Glenwood-Valpar- 
aiso and Oak Grove avenues, has 
been estimated at $27,987.38. 

City Manager C. L. Longson said 
this week that, according to this 
estimate, the city and state will 
have to appropriate a total of $8800 
more than previously called for. The 
city will have to provide $3300 of 
this added sum.

MP Votes Heavily 
Republican;

In a heavy ballot, Menlo Park 
voted overwhelmingly Repub- 
lican in state and congressional 
races Tuesday, went along with the 
rest of the county in the vast ma- 
jority given Earl Whitmore for 
sheriff but supported a native son, 
Henry C. Hall, in his unsuccessful 
bid for county school superintend- 
ent. 

Based on a total vote for governor 
of 4169, the Menlo Park balloting 
was about 70 per cent of the city’s 
5831 registration. The San Mateo 
county vote was approximately 90,- 
000, or about 80 per cent. 

ALL OUT FOR WARREN 

Menlo Park accorded Gov. Earl 
Warren 3428 votes to 741 for James 
Roosevelt. 

Congressman Richard Nixon pull- 
ed 2673 ballots against 1317 for Con- 
gresswoman Helen Gahagan Doug- 
las in the United States senate con-

CIVIL DEFENSE NEEDS HELP 


Menlo Park residents soon will be receiving from the city 

ha catae's office requests for information regarding prospec- 
tive volunteers in the city’s civilian defense organization. This 
is not a blanket recruiting by any means; rather it is a system 
of seeking information from residents who may fit into the 
organization in certain specialized fields. 

_ A thorough screening will follow in order that the council 
=may obtain the more than 150 volunteers who will be needed 
Bin specific divisions. The city manager will seek information 
~as to first aid, army or navy hospital training, posts held prev- 

‘iously in civilian defense and other data. 

What is sought is a streamlined, well-organized and train- 
ed group that can function without delay or confusion in the 
event it ever should have to go into action. 

In at least some cities, the civilian defense organization 
=of World War || was overdeveloped, bulky and loaded with 
nearly as many ‘‘generals” as ‘’privates’’ and doubtless would 
“have fallen all over its various feet had there ever been a 

genuine emergency. 

The possibility of such emergency in this atomic warfare 
era is many times as great as it was in the period of 1941- 
21945. So plans should be carefully laid and that is what the 
defense council is endeavoring to do.

PEDESTRIAN HAZARDS 


The approach of winter brings additional traffic safety 
problems, particularly for the pedestrian. Darkness comes 
mearlier; rain and conseqient poor visibility for the motorist, 
Boi pery pavements all add to the hazards of the foot traveler. 

Police Chief George Potter concurs with a current message 
from the San Mateo county traffic safety commission, which 
points out pedestrian dangers and the fact that out of 38 
motor vehicle traffic fatalities in the county to Oct. 1 this 
year, 14 were pedestrian deaths. 

Indeed, the only victim of a fatal traffic accident in Menlo 
BPark for nearly three years was a pedestrian struck by an auto- 
mobile on Bayshore near the Belle Hoven underpass last De- 
cember. 

We commend to everyone's attention this exerpt from the 
traffic commission’s November bulletin: 

“Thousands of pedestrians don’t get hurt because they... 

‘1. Cross streets only at intersections and use the crosswalk. 

“2. Obey traffic signs and signals. 

"3. Look both ways and for turning vehicles. 

“4. Wait on the curb for the signal or, if none, for a clear 
break in the traffic. 

“5S. Never walk behind or in front of a stopped bus or street 

car. 
~ “6. Take extra care where there are parked cars or other 
gpdstructions to vision. 
— “J. Keep out of the roadway except for crossing at the 
sate place and in the safe way. 

“8. At night wear or carry something white; in the country 

carry a light. 

“9. Don’t depend on the motorist seeing

Plan 


ioe Explained 


By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 

One of the most important ses- 
sions at the League of California 
Cities annual conference last month 
was the one addressed by Major 
General W. M. Robertson, state di- 
rector of civil defense. It was the 
most concrete statement on the sub- 
ject that I have heard in the sev- 
eral recent civil defense meetings 
that I have attended. 

The state program is to be one 
of self-help and mutual aid. Our 
job is to train our people in the var- 
fous phases of civil defense, or dis- 
aster relief, and then be prepared 
to go to the assistance of whatever 
community in our region is victim 
of a catastrophe. 

Our first job is to complete our 
local plan, conforming it to the 
state plan, which was in the mail 
at the time General Robertson 
spoke. The staff organization must 
then be built up, and finally the 
training of the populace under- 
taken. Robertson suggested a per- 
iod of six to nine months in which 
to complete this task. 

One major uncertainty is the part 
that the federal government will 
play in civil defense .No further ac- 
tion from that level is expected be- 
fore January at the earliest. We 
must not wait to ascertain what re- 
sponsibility will be taken by con- 
gress, but do what we can now. We 
know that the stockpiling of medi- 
cal supplies must be a federal task 
because of the enormity of the sup- 
ply necessary in event of atomic 
explosion. 

Robertson threw out any idea of 
a mass evacuation either before or 
after an atomic bomb attack. An 
explosion would leave an area of 
total destruction about one or two 
miles in diameter. A ring around 
this area about three to five miles 
in diameter would contain the bulk 
of the injured and would have to be 
evacuated in whole or in part. 

It is estimated that there would 
be something like 50,000 casual- 
ties in this area. Outside this ring 
there would be minor damage and 
the bulk of the populace. Evacu- 
ation here must be prevented by 
force if necessary. All of the fire 
and police resources of the region 
must be rushed to move in and 
contain the inner circle of deva- 
station. 

Training manuals for the services 
and the individual housholders are 
being printed. 

The League of California Cities 
passed a resolution asking the con- 
gress when it convenes to take “nec- 
essary action to dispel confusion 
and make clear to state and local 
authorities what, if anything, may 
be expected from the federal gov- 
ernment so that the states and cit- 
ies may plan accordingly and public 
confidence be established.”

To Family 
Explained 


Wives and other dependents of 
enlisted men in the armed forces 
are reminded by Floyd Granger, 
veterans’ service officer, San Mateo 
county, that they should not ex- 
pect direct government checks for 
family allowances until some time 
in December. 


The federal government has actu- 
ally ‘been making payments of the 
family allotments since August, he 
said, but the payments have been 
made to the serviceman, not direct 
to his family. This procedure will be 
followed through the October pay- 
ment which is made in November. 


“In other words,” Granger add- 
ed, “if a wife has been wondering 
where her family allowance check 
is she should write to her hus- 
band in service, not te Uncle Sam. 
The government has left up to 
him the responsibility of passing 
its contribution along to her until 
the first part of December.” 


Dependents of servicemen who do 
not receive their November allot- 
ments by the middle of December 
Should consult the veterans service 
office, qourthouse, Redwood City, 
for the proper agency to notify.

In view of the extensiveness of 
communications operations, Prein 
said, the county as a whole is also 
organizing the amateurs. 

Leonard Klein, public works divi- 
sion head, stated that he would 
contact the areg’s contractor’s in 
regard to heavy road equipment and 
drivers available. Most contractors, 
he said would prefer to have their 
own men manning their equipment. 


TRANSPORTATION 
John Huss, in charge of the 
council’s transportation organiza- 


tion, said that his department would 
require 24 men, including 12 men 
who could use acetylene cutting 
equipment, but that some were al- 
ready available. 

Joseph Kelly, Red Cross chair- 
man, stated that the Red Cross’ or~ 
ganization is intact at the present 
time and that no personnel is re- 
quired in his division to carry out 
liaison with it.

(Continued from Page 1-B) 
the water to the fire. 

As time went on, it became ap- 
parent that, for bigger jobs, more 
hose and a means of carrying it 
would be needed. 

In 1900, therefore, the volun- 
teers acquired a _ four-wheeled 
wagon. A building to house it was 
built at the rear of the Southern 
Pacific railway station. 

The building today continues to 
serve the fire district as a work and 
storage room. It is located behind 
the present fire district headquart- 
ers station. 

It is surmounted by a belfy con- 
taining an alarm bell donated by 
Cris W. Smith and bearing, be- 
sides his name, the date of the do- 
nation—May, 1900. 

HOOK-UP RACE 

During the first 10 or 12 years of 
its use, the hose wagon was drawn 
by horses—but not by horses owned 
by the fire district. 

Two expressmen in town compet- 
ed for the honor of having their 
teams pull it—as well as for the $5 
offered to the first expressman to 
“hook up” when the alarm was rung. 

Later, about 1910, the firemen be- 
gan having the hose wagon towed 
behind available autos. 

But the days of the hose cart were 
numbered. 

In 1916, with the possibilities of 
entering World War I and the 
building of Camp Fremont close 
at hand, the fire district was 
formed and purchased its first 
motorized equipment—two trucks, 
which were still manned by vol- 
unteers . 

The commissioners entered into 
an agreement for use of part of 
the Toyon garage at Merrill street

them. The streets, incidentally, were | 
known as Railroad avenue andi 
Golder lane at the time. 

Volunteer Chief was Frank Roach. 

The war and Camp Fremont in- 
terrupted the department’s  pro- 
gram. Menlo Park men who haa 
been inducted into the service and 
were stationed at Camp Fremont 
were called on to man two trucks, 
which were still stationed at the 
garage. 

But after the defeat of the Kaiser, 
the volunteer firemen once again 
looked to the future. 
HEADQUARTERS BUILT 

The trustees of the C. H. Merrill 
estate agreed to build the present 
headquarters station. The station 
was then purchased in the summer 
of that year by the fire district, then 
in the process of becoming a tax- 
supported agency.
